what no one can deny to be our right, we are 


entitled to every protection and rden of go- 
vernment.

threats upon the fears of uninformed publi- 
cans, and boaſting.

Equally known by his rin X as by his 
knowledge of the laws, an Honeſt Magiſtrate, 
whoſe ſpies had well informed him of the na- 
ture of our meetings, has acknowledged that 
they were peaceable, innocent, and conſtitu- 
tional; and further, admits the neceſſity of a 
reform. At your hands, Sir, I therefore de- 
mand juſtice and protection for the Society, 
againſt all ruffians, who, let looſe on the 
Public, have dared, or ſhall henceforth dare, 
Hke the fatellites of ancient ſanguinary ty- 
rants, aſſume to themſelves the double office 
of making laus and — them.

When- 
ever extraordinary meaſures may be adopted, 
I earneftly with to be the firſt of the Society 
in feeling the effects of them; and ſhall 
deem it not a proud, but an honourable day, 
in which I ſhall be called upon to plead the

Claiming protection, I have a right to your 
anſwer, either to refuſe or to grant it; in ei- 
ther caſe it ſhall be made public, as ſhall alſo 
your filence, ſhould you not attend. to this 
letter, expreſſing the requeſt of ſeveral ow 
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ſand Citizens, Our Country ſhall then 


judge us both.

been intended, have ordered this publication, 


Should the King's Miniſters ever find it 
neceſſary to attend to the complaints of the 
People, the Committee will expect an an- 
ſwer. When that ſhall be the caſe, they 
pledge themſelves to make it Public, In the 
mean time, they are determined not to ſlacken, 
but to continue, with increaſed and increaſing, | 
vigilance, their endeavours to obtain juſtice for 
their Country; not doubting but that in do- 
ing this, they will receive the firm and de- 
termined ſupport of the people,
